CHARLOTTETOWN (CP) — Following a 
month-long campaign that developed into a battle 
of pensions, Prince Edward Island voters today will 
name the winner. : 

The voters will choose between Progressive 
Conservative paar candidates in 15 oe 
member ridings. a Liberal candidate post- 
poned the election in one constituency until July 11. 

The two-party campaign, during which both 
sides promised to increase old age pension to $100 
a month frem the present $75, ended Saturday 
night with Conservative Premier Walter B. Shaw 
and Liberal Leader Alex -B. Campbell speaking at 
separate rallies in Summerside and both have pre- 
dicted victories. 

The Liberals were reduced to eight seats in 
the 1959 election when the PCs won 22. They cut 
the margin to 19-11 in 1962 and to 17-13 with two 
byelection victories in 1965.
